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The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees.

Claims 1-19 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-5, 7-18, 20-24 
and 36-39 of copending Application No. 09/853,617. Although the conflicting claims are 
not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the instant claims 
directed to the specific combination of thalidomide and irintecan while the copending 
application is directed to the combination of thalidomide and irinotecan wherein the 
irinotecan is set forth generically or specifically. 

Applicants 1 proffer of a terminal disclaimer is noted. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 



conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 



Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for the specific pharmaceutical^ acceptable prodrug 
disclosed, does not reasonably provide enablement for the term "pharmaceutical^ 
acceptable prodrug". The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to 
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which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to use the invention 
commensurate in scope with these claims. The term "pharmaceutically acceptable 
prodrug" in claims 1-19 lacks clear exemplary support, Applicants' remarks are noted 
but the specification as filed fails to set forth any example of a prodrug nor a method 
preparing said prodrugs. Applicants' statement that the preparation would be known in 
the art is noted but the instant specification fails to teach how each type of prodrug, i.e., 
for thalidomide and for irinotecan^ Clearly, the chemistry of one is different from the 
other.
